“The Hard Way’ 


Courtney Hodges Drop- 
ped From West Point 
When He Was 18. 


By GLADSTONE WILLIAMS. 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 18.—Fifty- 
six-year-old Courtney H. Hodges, 


who was “dropped” from West 
Point at 18 and who worked his 
way up from the ranks, today was 
promoted to the highest rank in 
the Army ever attained by a 
Georgian. 

General Hodges, a native of 
Perry, was made a lieutenant gen- 
eral and assigned to command the 
Third Army with headquarters at 
San Antonio. The Third Army is 
now on winter maneuvers in the 
vicinity of Camp Polk, Louisiana. 

Lieutenant General Hodges suc- 
ceeds Lieutenant General Walter 
R. Kreuger, who was announced 
as the new commander of the 
American Sixth Army which has 
been organized in Australia and 
New Guinea, 

Former Infantry Chief. 


The new lieutenant general is a 
former Army chief of infantry and 
at one time was assistant com- 
mandant and later commandant of 
the Infantry: School at Fort Ben- 


ning, 

Appointed to West Point in 1904, | 
he attended the academy for two} 
years . upon being dropped is | 
said to have informed his fellow 
classmen, some of whom he now 
commands, that he would “make it 
the hard way.” Returning to Geor- 
gia he enlisted in the Army in 
1906 at Fort McPherson and re- 
mained on duty there for three 
year as a private, corporal and 
sergeant of the 17th Infantry. He 


won his commission as a second 
lieutenant of infantry from the 
ranks in 1909. 

, During the World War General 
Hodges served as a temporary lieu- 
tenant colonel and won the Dis- 
tinguished Service Cross for gal- 
lantry in action in the battle of 
the Meuse-Argonne while serving 
with the Sixth Infantry, a unit of 
the Fifth Division. Here he came 
to the personal attention of Gen- 
eral George C, Marshall, now chief 


Other Assignments. 

After the war, General Hodges 
served on various assignments, in- 
cluding two years in the headquar- 
ters of the Philippine department 
at Manila. He became a brigadier 
general in 1938 and was promoted 


to major general in 1940 when he 
was appointed chief of infantry. 

Early last year when the office 
of chief of infantry was abolished 
for the war streamlining of the 
Army, he became commander of 
the replacement and school com- 
mand of the Army ground forces 
and: later became commander of 
the Tenth Army Corps with head- 
quarters at Sherman, Texas, a post 
he now relinquishes to assume 
command of the Third Army. 

The general’s mother, Mrs. John 
H. Hodges, 84, still lives in Perry. 
His late father was editor of the 
Houston Home Journal, published 
at Perry. 

A brother, Sam N. Hodges, lives 
at 262 Rumson road, N. E., At- 
lanta. Sam Hodges, a construction 
engineer, served as a captain dur- 
ing World War I, and his son, Sam 
N. Hodges Jr., now a student at 
Georgia Tech, from which the fa- 
ther was graduated, plans to enter 
the Army in one.

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Penalizing Taxpayers 

If, according to news reports from Washing- 
ton, the House Ways and Means Committee 
continues in its present frame of mind, the 
outcome of all the hearings on the Rum! pian 
for pay-as-you-go payment of individual in- 
come taxes, will be emasculation and adoption 
yniy in part, in the resultant bill. 

Which may easily prove harder upon the 
taxpayers than if the system of collections had 
been left as it is at present. It all depends on 
the details of the plan finally approved by the 
congress. 

Chairman Doughton, of the committee, has 
a complicated proposal for wiping out half the 
194° taxes due and leaving the remainder to 
be paid under a system of double taxation over 
a number of years. Which actually acknowl- 
edges the soundness of the Rum! plan but 
destroys its purpose: by placing a heavier load 
than ever on the taxpayers. 

Another proposal is for adoption of the Rum! 
plan for those taxpayers who are in the lower 
income brackets, leaving heavier payers in their 
present status. 

There is, really, no sound reason for refusing 
to adopt the Rum! plan. It would not only 
maintain ful) continuity of revenue for the 
Treasury Department but would actually in- 
crease that revenue this year, by using the 
higher national income of 1943 as the basis 
of computation, or assessment, instead of the 
lower national income of 1942. 

Congressmen who have discussed the plan 
have. in most instances, appeared to fear it 
would bring some special benefit to a few in 
the high brackets and they are, apparently, 
so opposed to doing anything that would benefit 
these few they are quite willing to penalize 
all taxpayers instead. 

It will, of course, be advantageous to place 
tax payments on a current basis, regardless of 
the method by which this is done. It will lift 
a burden of constant debt obligation from the 
shoulders of all taxpayers. At the same time, 
to insist upon double taxation, whether for six 
months or a year, will be an exceedingly painful 
process and, in ‘as much as Rum! has offered 
a logical, simple way in which it can be avoided, 
the nation will not feel kindly toward th: 
congress which places this unnecessary burden 
upon it.

Laws Needing Revision: 

There is one group of laws, state laws, on 
the statute books of practically every state in 
the union, which are in. serious need of revision. 
They are the laws regulating truck transporta- 
tion. They set limits on size, length, weights 
and other factors in the trucks which use the 
highways. The trouble is that hardly two states 
have uniform regulations, with the result that 
interstate trucks, seeking to comply with the 
laws of each state through which they pass, 
frequently find that compliance in one State 
necessitates violation in another. 

Such a source of confusion and delay is bad 
enough in peace time, but it is inexcusable in 
time of war. No man can estimate the delay 
in our national war effort which has been 
directly caused by these conflicting state laws. 
They are simply a source of endless confusion 
and endless trouble and delay. 

The American trucking industry is con- 
vinced that, almost without exception, state 
legislatures are willing to adopt a uniform 
system of laws for the regulation of commercial 
truck traffic. All that is needed, it is asserted, 
is Washington leadership, in the form of a defi- 
nite request, to achieve the desired uniformity. 

That truck transport is of vital importance 
to war production is self-evident. It is said 
that trucks are carrying one-fourth of war 
production transport in this country. Hundreds 
of war plant managers have stated they are 
essential, that they are doing a job no other 
form of transport could replace. 

These conflicting state laws constitute a 
truly serious bottleneck in the war production 
picture. It is more than time that Washington 
took the lead in aiding the state legislatures to 
so amend the laws that interstate truck traffic 
may go about its share of the war task as 
rapidly and as efficiently as possible.

Housing for War Workers 

Intelligent approach to th> problem of 
providing housing for the many war workers 
who will come to Atlanta and this territory 
with the operation of the Bell Bomber plant, 
was made this week with the launching of a 
$750,000 conversion program in the Atlanta- 
Marietta area. 

Federally financed, this program involves 
the leasing, for seven-year terms, of buildings 
of any description which may be modernized 
and adapted for human dwelling units. On- 
official, describing the types of building wanted, 
said they may be “anything with four walls 
and a roof and may include commercial build- 
ings, large old residences, unoccupied industrial 
buildings or the second story of a store.” 

Four of Atlanta’s leading real estate firms 
have been named to aid the government in 
securing leases on the properties wanted. The 
initial quota for this locality calls for 300 addi- 
tional family units for workers who must be 
brought into this area. The buildings used 
must be within a 12}-mile radius of the 
bombe; plant, which includes most of the 
northwestern area of Atlante, all of Marietta 
and practically all of Cobb county. 

There is no question but that the opening 
of the bomber plant will bring to Atlanta many 
essential workers who must be provided with 
suitable living quarters. Under the program 
adopted, properties leased for the specified 
seven years wil: be returned to the original 
owners at the end of that time together with 
all improvements made upon them. Under one 
type of lease—there are three—the government 
assumes all tax, insurance and mortgage in- 
debtedness upon the proper.yv for the term of 
the lease. 

There must be many  rope:ties within -the 
specified area suitable ior conversion. Co- 
operation with the real estate firms named to 
aid the government, by all property owners, 
will go far to meet the emergency need and 
properly provide for the workers who will 
become Atlantans within the next few months.

STRANGE REACTION WASHINGTON, Feb. 18.—The Ger- 


mans have reacted in a very curious 
and unexpected manner to the Adana conference of Mr. Winston 
Churchill, President Ismet Inonu of Turkey and the Turkish prime 
minister, Shukru Saracoglu. 

The Nazi attitude can best be described as a wonderful achieve- 
ment in the matter of self-control and concealment. 

The Germans must have burned with inside indignation; they 
must have been incensed at the sight of the leaders of the Turkish 
republic who dared to enter a lengthy parley with the war chief 
of the British Empire, fresh from the Casablanca meeting, where, 
obviously, everything had been planned for a European front. Yet, 
far from giving vent to their resentment, they were hard put to 
place upon an unpleasant episode the construction most favorable 
to their cause that they were able to conceive. 

Talking privately to many, here is the

Don’t believe that Germany did take offense at what occurred.

That, in addition, 
she “should tighten up her friendship with England can only benefit 
the whole world.

Of course, as Herr von Papen followed up that line of reason- 
ing, he was bound to join issue with the communique published on 
the termination of the Casablanca conference to make it known far 
and wide that the United Nations were resolved to fight until the 
powers of the Axis had unconditionally surrendered their arms. 
And, indeed, Herr von Papen freely inveigled against the Roose- 
velt-Churchill statement.

as that?” 

PEACE FEELER In addition to those utterances of Herr von 
Papen, this fact is well forth recording. Re- 

cently Nazi diplomacy tried to make use of the Turkish minister 

to Sofia to induce the government at Ankara to move along the 

path of mediation. In that case, a distinct peace feeler became 

perceptible. 

That was quite enough to demonstrate that Herr von Papen’s 
attitude in the Turkish capital was not to be accounted for by any 
intrigue of his own originating among junkers or army generals 
with a grudge against the Nazi regime, but rather by instructions 
duly received from Joachim von Ribbentrop. One can imagine 
what would have been Hitler’s outburst, only six months ago, had 
he been confronted with the Anglo-Turkish conversation in Adana. 
The more vividly do we appreciate the change which has come to 
pass in the behavior of the German government under the impact 
of the German retreat from the Don.

WHEN THE WOUNDED ARRIVE War news from Africa 


is not good. Casualties 
described as ‘“‘heavy” have been inflicted by a heavy tank unit, 
complete, thrown at our lines in Tunisia. 
This has a meaning beyond the fact that we have lost territory 
we must regain, 
It means that soon 
in 


the wounded will be sent to Army hospitals 

Africa and to hospitals in England. 

Some cases will come back to this country. 

America will begin really to feel the war 

when her casualty lists and her wounded come 

home. 

Now, the col’ unpleasant facts are, there 
are not enough Army nurses. The Army needs 
them to care for the sick and wounded ones 
who are in hospitals after the fighting in Africa, 
in the Solomons and in New Guinea. 

There are not enough now. 

And the list of the wounded will grow as 
we fight to drive Germany from Tunisia and 
open the way for entry into Germany of men, 
and for bases for bombing and fighter raids 
by planes. 

Nurses, also, are needed in private hospitals. 

Civilians become ill, too. 

The Red Cross has an answer for that. 

It says that more trained nurses must enter 

Army service. The Army must have first call. Their answer I 

will give later. 

Nurses are being asked to enter the Army Nurses’ Corps. We 
have not heard enough about it, but there-is no finer tradition of 
courage and of devotion to duty than has been shown by the Army 
nurses who have served in Bataan and in the other fields of war. 

There is a place for a fighting woman beside fighing men. 

The nurses are being called in greater numbers as the German 
guns provide more wounded men needing care. 


NURSES’ AIDES The Red Cross has many answers for those 
who want to know wWhat they can do to help 
with the war. 

Some of the answers are easy. 

Some are not, 

This one isn’t. 

One of the things women can do to help with the war is to 
take a nurses’ aide course. 

Any woman between the ages of 18 and 50 may take such courses 
at the Red Cross and in hospitals where they will be assigned 
for training. The course is 80 hours. It may be taken at night or 
by day. 

A nurses’ aide, once graduated, actually knows how toa be of real 
help in hospital sick rooms. They are not there to look pretty, 
or to sit behind a desk, but to work. 

They assist nurses. 

The more nurses’ aides there are, the more nurses. can 
relieved to go to the Army and nurse the wounded and the sick 
men who have fought for their country and who have paid a price. 

There are many heroic stories at the Red Cross. There are the 
stories of women who work all day at.jobs which help sustain 
themselves and their families. They study at night. Once grad- 
uated they devote their Sundays to working in hospitals A few 
of these manage to work two days of each week in hospitals 

So, along with the call for nurses to enter the Army, there is 
a call for nurses’ aides. 

There is a call, too, for students in the home nursing classes. 
that when a patient comes home from the hospital, there will! | 
no necessity for having a trained nurse at the home except 


the more serious cases. 
BLUNTLY PUT The Red Cross puts it bluntly, sparing no 
feelings. The Red Cross, in effect, says this: 

“If you become a nurses’ aide and release some nurse for Army 
duty, that nurse may be the one to do the nursing that saves the 
life of the soldier or sailor or marine who is dearest to you.” 

“If there are not enough nurses’ aides, there will not be enough 
nurses to go to the Army. The fighting man dearest to you may 
not have adequate nursing.” 

_ The problem called “man power” is a critical one. 
field is it more critical than in that of nursing. 

Student nurses are needed, too. 

There really is no finer profession than that of nursing. The 
women in it are swell persons. 

Girls thinking about becoming welders, riveters. or of taking on 
other jobs in defense plants, might also think about the career 
of a nurse. 

; During the student years the work will be hard and the Dey 
is very little. During that time the women working in plants will 
be making good money, some as much as $35 and $40 a week. 

But when the war is done that work will be gone. 

The girl who begins as a student today will have a lifetime pro- 
fession when the war is done. 

There is that to think about. 

Meanwhile, the Army needs nurses. 
nurses’ aides and student nurses. And next home nurses. 

Go visit the Red Cross. Don’t feel offended if they appear busy 
and do not fall on your neck. They are busy. Find out what 
you can do.

When We Can't Hear the 


Distant Cannon 
By ROBERT QUILLEN 


When newspapers and news magazines report some remarkable 
Russian achievement, they usually evade responsibility by using 
the preface, “The Russians claim.” 

We still cling to our old doubts of Russian efficiency But 
even if we discount their claims, and judge them only by accom- 
plishments that are apparent to all the world, it is obvious that 
something has transformed them in the last 20 years. Impractical 
bunglers couldn’t do what they have done. 

Attacked without warning, as we were at Pearl Harbor they 
lost a fourth of their population, a third of their food supply, and 
more than half of their iron, coal, oil, factories and productive 
capacity. They lost hundreds of thousands of troops and vast 
quantities of munitions. Their situation seemed hopeless. Ap- 
parently they were out of the war—as Hitler loudly boasted. 

Yet they held Stalingrad, month after month, despite the heaviest 
blows the Germans could strike, and came back to defeat and 
encircle and destroy the great army that besieged them. 

That job required more than desperate courage. It required 
the best of modern weapons, and unsurpassed efficiency in or- 
ganization and production and transport. 

Yet Stalingrad was only a detail of the winter offensive. Our 
African invasion seems to us almost a miracle of careful.planning, 
co-ordination and transportation. It was in truth a remarkably 
efficient job. Yet it required only a fraction of the effort and skill 
needed for Russia’s successful offensives. 

Russian workmen are as good as ours, else they couldn't pro- 
duce tanks and planes and cannon good enough to beat the Ger- 
mans. Their new factories, built with incredible speed, equal or 
surpass the production rate of ours, else they couldn't supply the 
vast quantities of munitions expended by millions of troops in 
constant battle. Their women and old people and teen-age boys 
and girls are doing 90 per cent of the nation’s work, on farms and 
in factories, and doing it well. else the military forces could not 
enlist all men who are fit to fight. 

- Why, despite their defeats and losses and handicaps, are they 
able to do better than we are doing? 

Are they driven by a dictator? No; their factory managers ask 
for volunteers—because they do better work. Women work 66 
hours a week. Given a quota, all workers exceed it, and many 
double and treble it. Slaves don’t have the spirit for that kina 
of work. 

They beat us because they try. They are doing their utmost to 
save their country, and we still don’t realize that ours is in danger,

WASHINGTON, Wednesday.—Tuesday morning saw us up and 
on our way by 6 o'clock, in spite of the fact that Monday had been 
a very busy day. Flying certainly does make a difference in th 
distances one can cover. Even though my hus- 
band does find flying over the clouds rather 
uninteresting, I must register my own enjoy- 
ment of what always seems to me like an ex- 
citing new world of soft white fleece, with dark 
caverns opening up in spots, and rearing horses 
or curling waves in other places. In fact, I 
can imagine almost anything where the tops 
of clouds are concerned. 

I reached New Work City in time to have too 
young naval officers lunch with me. I had two 
appointments in the afternoon, and then a 
friend dined with me. A group of young people 
came in later to discuss a variety of new occu- 
pations which they have entered upon. 


I have a great admiration for the way in which these young- 
sters tackle new jobs, whether it is going into the Army, Navy 
or Air Force, or becoming a secretary in a new office, or going 
into a factory for the first time. 


Over and over again I wish I had lived at their age in as free 
a world and had had the benefits of the variety of experiences 
which is theirs today, 

Back in Washington this morning, I found a good many plans 
to readjust. 

Madame Chiang Kai-shek is to arrive this afternoon and will 
be our guest. I am looking forward to her visit not only with 
pleasure, but with great interest. I think any woman in this period 
must have a special feeling for this very beautiful, very charm- 
ing, very gentle woman. She has managed to live through such 
years of hardship and to share so completely with her country- 
men, that her husband not only considers her his partner, but the 
people consider her their representative. 


In talking to her you know that she has suffered with those 
who have suffered and that she never has been content merely to 
contemplate a situation, but has always tried to do somethin 
about it. One of the most charming pictures of her which I have 
seen was taken in one of the Chinese homes for orphans, where 
children are fed, clothed and educated, Evidently Madame Chiang 
comes to visit them. They seem to recognize in her that quality 
of loving kindness, which is one of her great assets.

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Fish To Replace Meat 


Fish quite naturally is thought, 


of as an alternative to meat. In 
choosing an entree from a dinner 
menu the question often is asked: 
“Are you going to have meat or 
fish?” But fox some reason or 
other the average American fam- 
ily has not had fish very often. 
On Fridays and during Lent -here 
is a brisk demana for fish, but 
the average year-round consump- 
tion in the United States has been 
much lower than in most coun- 


tries. 
However, since the meat short-

age has been felt, we have een 


turning more often to fish and 
other seafoods, and discovering 
what fine and satisfactory meat 
alternates they are.

Fat or lean fish may be used 
for baking. Select a fish weigh- 
ing 3 to 5 pounds, have it slit and 
prepared for cooking, with or 
without head and tail, as desired, 
Rub inside with salt and fill with 
well-seasoned bread stuffing. Sew 
or skewer the opening together, 
rub outside with fat or cooking 
oil and lay in a shallow baking 
pan. Place uncovered in a mod- 
erate oven, 375 to 400 degrees, and 
allow 10 minutes a pound for bak- 
a fish under 4 pounds, and 
for a fish over 4 pounds add 5 
minutes to the total cooking time.

Cherry 
Chiffon Pie 


Cherries seem to belong partic- 
ularly to the month of February, 
and most likely it all started be-| 
cause George Washington’s birth-| 
day comes in this month. You’ 
remember, of course, the story of 
his bright new hatchet and his 
father’s prized cherry tree.
